The King’s Plate, the oldest racing fixture run continuously on this continent, will lie an interesting 
feature of the opening day’s card of the Ontario Jockey Club’s spring meeting, scheduled to. begin at 
Wood-bine track. Toronto, next Tuesday. The delay in announcing the conditions for this year’s renewal 
of the race first run for the fifty guineas presented by Queen Victoria in 1860, has resulted in a compara- 
tively small list of nominations. That, however, does not indieatc any lessening of interest in the event, 
or any reduction in the number of horses to furnish the actual contest. O11 the contrary, it may be set 
down 'as practically certain that there will be more contestants Ibis year than last. The late closing of 
entries, following a long period of tine weather, enabled trainers to eliminate such of their charges as 
would have been entered untried had the Plate dosed at its customary date early in March. Conse 
quently, the list of entries is made up of “live” material, most of it tried and found to he worth consid- 
eration. 

The usual keen rivalry exists among Canadian owners over the running of the King’s Plate, and the 
\ alley Farm Stable appears to hold a strong hand in a eolt railed Parmer, by The Commoner. This fellow 
is said to have worked well over the Windsor track liefore ladug shipped to Toronto and he has been en 
tered In all of the principal stakes. The Seagram candidates, Tollendal. Jane Shore and Carrie Milner, 
have been showing good sjieed in their trials. , A1 _ f . „

Canada and have never been for a period of more than oue month out of this province; one mile and a 
quarter. A piece of plate will be presented by the club to the winner.

The anticipation that the reduction of the racing 
|H*ri<Kls on the Canadian circuit would lie more tliau 
counterbalanced bv the attraction they present to 
the horsemen in the matter of the permanent status 
of the sport and the valuable purse aud stake offer- 
ings has U*en fully borne out by the patronage of 
numerous owners. All the borzes that can he ac- 
com utodated will be here for the Woodbine meeting, 
the liufiibor being limited only by the stabling facili- 
ties. The most recent arrivals were the horses of 
the Clyde and Walden establishments from Balti- 
more. U. L. Thomas from New York and R. 1>. 
Williams and S. A. Clopton from Hamilton. Henry 
McDaniel, iu charge of the Thomas horSes. brought 
Polls. Light Wool, Capsize. Golly Ding. Flying 
Squirrel. Moucreif. Supple and Quicksilver. 

Two meetings of the regulation seven-days limit 
are announced for Dufferin Park, the first from July 
9 to July 16 and the other following the close of 
the season at Woodbine in October. There will Ik? 
a conflict of only two days with the big tracks, the 
summer meeting opening on the day of Fort Erie’s 
closing and closing on the day of Windsor’s opening. 
Apparently no distinction is to be made this year 
as between the owners who race under Canadian 
Racing Associations jurisdiction and those w’bo go 
to the half-mile tracks. Complications might arise, 
though, if the haif-tnilers accept persons who have 
been denied Canadian Racing Associations privileges. 
There is some talk of a meeting at St. John. N. B.. 
where there lias never before been any thoroughbred 
racing. If it materializes it will be given at the 
Moose Path Driving Park. 

M. F. Megan, the customs officer who has charge 
of the bonded horses coining here to lace, is confined 
to his borne by illness. 

John Dyment’s Chief Kee has developed into a 
slashing good looker and in his work here this spring 
lie has shown up bettor than any horse at Woodbine.

SENATE PASSES AGNEW BILL. 



Alliany, N. Y.. May 19. — The Senate today passed 
tin* Agnew hill prohibiting the publication of betting 
odds aud the Perkins bill relative to keeping lietting 
and gaming establishments. The hills are two of a 
series of four designed to prohibit hooktnakinf . 
Their adoption followed a sharp debate of an hour. 
The vote was twenty-eight to fourteen. An at- 
tempt by Senator Wagner to interpolate a clause 
aimed at Wall street to prevent the publication of 
stock quotations was defeated, twenty -seven to fif- 
teen. Both hills now go to the Assembly for con- 
currence. The reason for the Perkins hill tieing 
returned is because, although it had passed the 
Assembly, it had been amended in die Senate. The 
hills will go to the Rules Committee on reaching 
the Assembly, and auother effort will be made to 
have them amended. 



POOR START MARS STAKES 



LA U MEXICAN ONE OF LUCKY ONES IN THE 
BASHFORD MANOR. 



Gets Off in Front and Is Able to Retain Advantage 
Throughout — A1 Muller Wins Handicap in 
Which Mettie Bereaud Is Disappointment. 



Isiuisville. Ky., May 19. — La U Mexican won the 
valuable Bash lord Manor Stakes, which netted the 
winner $1.MK». in handy fashion at Churchill Dowus 
today, with some of the best of tbe juvenile colts 
racing here benind him. His victory, however, was 
by no means clear cut, as the start was a bad oue 
aud accounted for the failure of some of the start- 
ers to make a hotter showing. La U Mexieau got 
away in the forward division and. leading through- 
out. scored with something in reserve. Jack Denman 
finished second and Incision third. Thirteen weut 
to the post for the race and the starter and his 
assistants hud their troubles trying to keep the 
unruly riders and horses in some semblance of align- 
ment. When the break came, about half of the 
field were unprepared and those off in the second 
division lost all chance. J. T. Williams’ Governor 
Gray, declared by some smart horsemen to be a 
better colt than Ram's Horn, had no opportunity 
to show to advantage. 

Surprises during the afternoon were frequent, 
favorites going down to defeat in all the races. 
Some of the winners came from the rank of the out- 
siders and gave their backers big returns. 

Foursome’s victory in the third race was wholly 
unexpected. Like La U Mexieau, she was aided 
considerably by more than a fair share of racing 
luck. Had Longhand been away on even terms with 
her. the outcome would have been reversed. 

Mettie Bereaud was the disappointment in the han- 
dicap. On her showing in a former start when she 
defeated Wintergreen and other fast sprinters and 
established a track record, she was expected to 
show well in today's race. A1 Muller carried her 
along at a terrific pace during the first half 
ami this caused her to quit badly. Ai Muller, 
evidently in his best form at present, only had to 
canter after disposing of Mettie Bereaud. Jack 
Parker, running in improved form, eatue fast in the 
stretch to take second place from Tom Hayward. 

Snap took another purse for Henderson & Hogan 
iu the opener, when he managed to outlast Sugar- 
maid. W. H. Fixer’s Athie W. 1ml home the two- 
yea r-olda engaged in the second race. The presence 
of the unfashionable Weathers in the saddle dis- 
couraged prospective hackers of the filly. Jockey 
T. Koerner kept up his record of riding at least one 
winner a day during the meeting by landing Robin 
Grey in the closing dash. John Carroll, which fin- 
ished second, was much the best of those that 
started in the race and made a game effort, con- 
sidering that he was kicked at the post several 
times by Ornamosa, and afterwards got a poor send- 
off. 

Jockey J. Howard was given a ten-days suspension 
by the starter for his failure to get away from the 
l Hist with Don’t, favorite for the second race. How- 
ard has of late shown marked timidity and on the 
slightest provocation is inclined to poll up. llis 
riding has been criticized freely ever since a feeble 
effort astride Jack Denman at Lexington. 

For disobedience at the post, starter Milton fined 
jockeys T. Koerner.
